PRIVACY  ACT  OF  1974 

Proposed  Amendment  of  Notice  of  Systems 
of  Records 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  Vet¬ 
erans  Administration  is  considering  add¬ 
ing  the  following  statement  to  each  of 
the  systems  of  records  described  and 
adopted  in  the  notice  published  in  the 
Federal  Register  October  10,  1975  (40 
FR  47980) :  “Disclosure  may  be  made  to 
a  congressional  office  from  the  record  of 
an  individual  in  response  to  an  inquiry 
from  the  congressional  office  made  at  the 
request  of  that  individual.”  The  proposed 
amendment  was  recommended  by  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  in  a 
memorandum  of  October  3, 1975  directed 
to  the  heads  of  Executive  Departments 


and  Establishments.  The  implementation 
of  this  routine  use  will  obviate  the  need 
for  the  written  consent  of  the  constitu¬ 
ent  in  every  case  where  the  constituent 
requests  assistance  of  the  Member  which 
would  entail  a  disclosure  of  Information 
pertaining  to  the  constituent. 

Interested  persons  are  invited  to  sub¬ 
mit  written  comments,  suggestions,  or 
objections  regarding  the  proposal  to  the 
Administrator  of  Veterans’  Affairs 
(271A),  Veterans’  Administration,  810 
Vermont  Avenue  NW.,  Washington,  D.C. 
20420.  All  relevant  material  received  be¬ 
fore  November  17,  1975,  will  be  consid¬ 
ered.  All  written  comments  received  will 
be  available  for  public  inspection  at  the 
above  address  only  between  the  hours  of 
8  a.m.  and  4:30  p.m.  Monday  through 
Friday  (except  holidays),  during  the 


mentioned  30-day  period  and  for  10  days 
thereafter.  Any  person  visiting  Central 
Office  foi*  the  purpose'  of  inspecting  any 
such  comments  will  be  received  by  the 
Central  Office  Veterans  Assistance  Unit 
in  room  132.  Such  visitors  to  any  VA 
field  station  will  be  informed  that  the 
records  are  available  for  inspection  only 
in  Central  Office  and  furnished  the  ad¬ 
dress  and  the  above  room  number. 

Notice  is  given  that  it  is  proposed  to 
make  this  description  effective  Septem¬ 
ber  27,  1975,  the  effective  date  of  sec¬ 
tion  3,  Pub.  L.  93-579.
